The present catalogue, devoted in a large part to books and manuscripts 
associated with the Brownings, will be found to illustrate in a representa- 
tive way the lives of the poet and his poetess wife: Beginning with; the 
books used by Elizabeth Barrett in her studious girlhood at Hope. End, 
and others that must have been read by the young Robert in his father's 
well-stocked library, we pass through the friendships of their early and 
middle life, with John Kenyon, the '» frienfi and dearest cousin," who 
introduced the poet to his future wife, with Alfred Domett, the " War- 
ing " of the poem which commemorates his sudden disappearance from London, 
with R. H. Home, who inspired, the Cry of the Children, down 'to the 
last association with Landor which brightened the closing years of that 
unhappy life. All these are represented by autographs and presentation copies. 
Further phases' are illustrated by,, the passport used by Browning oH that 
visit to Russia in 1833 .which awakened his poetical faculties, (he address 
book which reveals the circle — and a distinguished circle — of his intimdte 
friends in 1845, wherein his future 'wife appears as El B. B. before he, had 
taken the determination to write her name in full, ihe jktteri. bf /Mrs.

The floral designs are bewildering both in colour, 
variety, and the material of which they are formed, whilst other natural objects occasionally 
introduced, such as butterflies, would baffle all attempts at classification, even in the hands 
of the most accomplished entomologists. ., Sometimes a few sentimental verses are daintily 
printed on satin within a lace-like border of intricate design, this latter being seldom absent, 
no matter what the central motif may be. The motto is very often actually written in a neat 
feminine hand, and in no single specimen is colour lacking, much of it being applied by hand, 
and the effect further heightened by means of gold. It is questionable whether a collection 
exists more representative than this of the early stages of the valentine sentiment in England, 
which lasted for something like half a century, before finally developing into a species of 
caricature now almost as obsolete as its pretty and serious forerunners.

A Remarkable Series of most interesting and important Letters, written just 
before, and immediately after the Battle of Copenhagen; showing, inter alia, the 
difficulties Nelson experienced through want of recognition by his Commander-in-Chief, Sir Hyde 
Parker, and the generous spirit he afterwards showed in forgetting the slights put upon him at the 
beg nning of the Expedition. 

The most interesting of the letters is that of April 4<th, 2 days after the battle of 

Copenhagen, beginning, ' The job is done.' 

[March 7th, 1801.] 
' . . I was in hopes that Sir Hyde would have had a degree of confidence, but no appearance of 
it. I know he has had from Napier a plan of the fortifications of the Islands off Copenhagen and 
the intended stition of some Danish ships. I have, be as-ured, no other desire of knowing anything 
than that I may the better execute the service, but I have no right to know, and do not say a word of 
it to Lord St. Vincent, for he may think me very impertinent in endeavouring to dive into the plans of 
my Commander-in-Chief, but the water being clear I can see the bottom with half an eye ' — etc. 

March 11th, 1801. 
'. . . We can have no desire for staving, for her Ladyship is gone, and the Ball for Friday night 
knocked out by your and the Earl's unpoliteness — to send gentlemen to sea instead of dancing with 
nice white gloves. I will only say as yet that I know not that we are even going to the Baltic except 
from Newspapers. . . Every day and hour shows Mr. Hardy's worth ' — etc 

March 13th, 1801. 
'I am yet all in the dark, and am not sure we are bound to the Baltic. . Beports say that we 
are to anchor . . . to give time for negotiation. I earnestly hope this: is not true,: for I wish 
for peace with Denmark, and therefore am clearly of opinion that to show our fleet off Copenhagen

would if in the least wavering almost ensure it, for I think that the Danish Minister would 
be a haidy man to put his hand to a paper which, in a few minutes, would I trust envolve his 
Master's navy, and I hope his Capital in flames, but as I am not in the secret. I feel I have a rig t to 
speake out, not in the fleet ceitainly, but in England, and to England. My ideas are to get up the 
Cattegut as soon a? possible . . to send a flag of mine if such is necessary to Copenhagen, to say 
that I should pass the C stle, and that if they did not fire at me I wou d not at them. . The 
moment the Danish Minister said war he should have enough of it, but he would say peace and save 
his honour with his new friends ' — etc. 

March 20th, 1801. 
' It being moderate I got on board the Lindon yesterday for an hour, for what ver Inatt ntions 
may be shown to me nothing of respect shall be wanting on mine. I was glad to find that he [Sir 
Hyde Parker] was determined to pass Cronenburg and go off Copenhagen. . . I suppose we shall 
anchor this evening . . . not only to prepare, for no signal is yet made, although I believe several 
have followed my example I have not had a Bulkb»ad in the ship since last Saturday, it is not so much 
their being in the way, as to prepare people's minds that we are going at it, and that they should i ave 
no other thought but how they may best annoy their enemies. Every letter of yours is on the fire 
. . living or dead pray send my letters &i directed 9 o'clock wind at South, Copenhagen, dist. 
18 miles.' 

March 29th, 1801. 
' . . Now we are going to fight I suppose I am to be counted little. . . 1 feel hippy I had so 
much command over myself, for I should have let out what you might have been sorry to see, 
especially fancying I had been . . . very unkindly treated by Sir Hyde [Parker] that is with a 
degree of haughtiness which my spirit could not bear, however I have now every reason to believe that 
Sir II. has found it is not necessary to be high to me, and that I have his real honour at heart, and 
in having that I have the honour of my country, his conduct is certainly the very reverse of what it 
was, God knows I wish Sir Hyde could perform such services that he might receive more honours 
and rewards than any Admiral.' 

March 30th, 6 o'clock in the morning. 
' We are now standing for Copenhagen, the Van is formed in a complete Line, and Old Strieker, 
for that is the Governor's name, had better take care we do not strike his head off. I hope we shall 
mind on board the London, but I now pity both Sir Hyde and Dorset, they boh I fancy wish them- 
selves elsewhere, you may depend on every exertion of mine to keep at harmony with the rest, the 
spirit of his fleet will make all difficulties from enemies appear as nothing. I do not think I ever saw 
more zeal and desire to distinguish themselves in my life. I have more to tell you if ever we meet ' — 
etc. 

April 4th, 1801. 
' The job is done, and the State of Denmark is convinced we can fight a little, more distinguished 
bravery never was shown, yesterday I was closeted 2 hours with the Prince Boyal, and he allowed 
me to speak my mind, and I believe I told him such truths as seldom reach the ears of princes. 
H R.H. seemed much affected, and I am satisfied 'tis only fear of Russia and other powers that 
prevents the renunciation of his alliance with Russia and Sweden. . . My reception was too 
flattering, and landing at Portsmouth or Yarmouth could not have exceeded the blessings of the 
people ' — etc.

' I hope all will end to the advantage of our country, in the Baltio the raising of the embargo
